With parliament reconvening toda 
for the express purpose of dealing wii 
the national rail strike, things look 
bleak for the 56, 000 non-operating rail 
workers, 

Many non-ops have expressed dissa- 
tisfaction with the union wage demands, 
feeling them to be too low to cope with 
ia tod prices and the ever increas- 
ing cost of living, As government com- 
pulsory arbitration has consistently ac- 
ted in the interests of the companies 
(a fact which even Labour Minister 
Munro has admitted), it seems unlikely 
that even the watered down demands 
of the unions will be met. (Union de- 
mands have dropped from the original 
15 percent increase per year to 10, 78 
percent). 

The companies have always known 
that if they waited long enough the 
government would step in, They have 
never seriously bargained with the stri- 
king rail workers and seemed content 
to let the media wear down public me 
port while a long drawn out strike a 
shortage of funds weakened the workers’ 
solidarity. 


Council 
rejects 
real wards 


"City council's turning away from 
revision of the present ward system is 
disappointing, " says Roger Soderstrom of 
the Edmonton Social Planning Council, 

Soderstrom feels that our ward system 
is “no ward system at all", and says al- 
so that the Planning Council is organiz- 
ing a commission on participatory dem- 
ocracy which will study the problem. 
The commission will concentrate on 
how urban centres can best be governed. 

Mike English, chairman of the Ed- 
monton and District Labour Council, 
Pape that the wards should be changed. 

le says that the Labour Council's civic 
affairs committee recommended last 
spring that the number of wards be in- 
creased to the legal maximum of ten. 

But our aldermen didn’t agree, Mon- 
day night they voted 10 to 3 not to hold 
the next civic election on the basis of a 
twelve- ward system, a | Bill McLean, 
who made the motion, Mayor Dent and 
Ron Hayter voted in favour, 

McLean expressed surprise at the way

citizens? If you accept the argument 
that a rich man can represent a poor 
man’s interests then you will see little 
need for a ward system.

Since the companies have never

In 1972 CPR declared $113 
million in profit and CNR declared a 
record $445 million in profit. ( Trudeau 
did not want to release CN" s books to 
the public, because it would give un- 
ions an unfair advantage at the bargain- 
ing table), . 

The media has ignored the economic 
plight of the workers and the fat com- 
pany profits and has instead sidestepped 
the issues with talk about which sectors 
of the country are being * hurt’ by the

These actions, prohibiting freedom 
of speech and associations, are in vio- 
lation of civil — That the hospi- 
tal can apply such censure cannot be 
justified . These actions are not done, 
as the hospital suggests, to protect his 
tights but to protect the hospital itself 
to to keep him from contacting the 
outside world.

even to campaign to win another term, 


The obvious answer is to make our

Patients in the Alberta Hospital 
‘at Oliver are being used as subjects in 
surgical experiments, 

Apparently inmates in the forensic _ 
unit automatically relinquish all rights 
over their own minds, 

One of the newer operations now 
being performed there is called an 
amygdalotomy. In an interview on 
June 23, Dr, Tames Earp of the U of A 
Dept, of ig anak described the op- 
eration to the Edmonton Journal, 

It is thought that man's aggression 
is controlled by two pea-sized areas of 
the limbric system called amygdaloid 
nucleii, one on each side of the brain. 
Each has the function of initiating and 
is aggression, 

Dr, Earp admitted that the opera- 
tion was still in experimental stages, 
and that there were not, as yet, firm 
results, He added that even if the 
operation was accurately carried out 
on a patient who shouldn't have been 
considered for the operation “the * chan- 
ces" are that it wouldn't make his 
condition worse -- it just wouldn’ t 
make it better, " 

Dr, Earp mentioned ethical prob- 
lems of the operation also, The deci- 
sion should be freely made by the pa- 
tient... “he may be giving consent 
only because he wants out of prison 
and therefore might be making the de- 
cision under duress, " In the interview 
he further stressed that "the operation 
is going to be done, and is being done, 
only in situations. where all other mea- 
sures have failed, " 

In a letter written to but not printed 
by the Edmonton Journal, Chris Kjeld- 
sen, a patient at the Alberta Hospital, 
contradicted statements made by Dr, 
Earp in the Journal inter view. 

“Dr, Earp states .., that the oper- 
ation is going to be done, and is being 
done, only in situations where all 
other measures have failed. This is an 
absolute falsehood. 

"I was admitted to Alberta Hospital 
on May 2, 1972, after being found not 

uilty by reason of insanity on a num- 
ae of serious charges, I was tested ex- 
tensively both here and at the U of A 
hospital, and diagnosed by psychiatrists 
and psychologists. As a result of that 
diagnosis, it was proposed that I should 
undergo a bilateral stereotaxic amyg- 
dalotomy, an operation usually perfor- 
med in two separate procedures, one

make it any better." I for one would. 
not be willing to take those "chances" 
unless I was absolutely sure that there 
were no other measures which could 
ange help me, 

"Dr, Earp also mentioned that in 
some areas, approval for amygdaloto- 
mies has to be given by a board of 
professionals who act in much the same 
way as boards which now approve thera 
peutic abortions. Perhaps 4 was attem- 
pting to give the impression that this 
is the way the situation is handled here, 
In fact, this is a policy of the National 
Institute of Mental Health in the United 
States, aml to the best of my knowledge 
is not followed in Canada, In any case, 
such a procedure was not followed in

HUB is nearly filled now. The 
only suites left are a few four-man units 
for $240 per month, Vacancies se! 
come occasionally as renters leave for 
cheaper accomodations, however, At 
$90 for a single room and $150 for a dou- 
ble, HUB is not exactly inexpensive stu-

Finding your way at NAIT 


The student services provided for 
NAIT students this fall are wide-ranging 
and readily accessable, The NAIT 
Frosh Booklet, available to all appli- 
cants, answers the questions about whom 
to contact about which problems, 

But the greatest obstacle to the full 
use of services, according to the direc- 
tor of student services Mr, Reg Meadus, 
is the students’ own unwillingness to use 
services they are unfamiliar with. 


Counselling (academic, vocational, 
finaneial and personal) is a major ser- 
vice, Students wishing financial assist- 
ance are helped through the Student Fi- 
nances Board, a powerful government 
agency, but Student Services processes 
the applications, The Department is 
willing to facillitate any group counsel- 
ling over and above their personal gui- 
dance services, A chaplaincy service 
is another available and frequently used 
avenue of counselling. 


Although NAIT has no residences, it 
does Heavine a computerized housing 
listing service, Resident nurses provide 
first aid and assist in locating physicians 
for those students unfamiliar with Ed- 
monton, A student staffed cafeteria 
rovides full course meals; student bar- 
ring and beauty culture are available 
for a small fee, and social and techno- 
logy clubs are open to all, A new activ- 
ities centre provides a swimming pool 
and skating rink while a wide range of 
intra- mural and interschool sporting 


activities are open to all who would par- 
ticipate. 

Due to the relatively short period of 
enrollment and long hours of classes,. the 
Student Association lacks the autonomy 
and continuity of its he ia counter- 
part. Though this might result in poor 
student representation, the case at NAIT 
seeins quite different. Cooperation be- 
tween student services and the Student 
Association is high with the student ser- 
vices prove: a business advisor, aux- 
illiary clerical staff, printing services, 
and offices for the Association, 

The student Association membership 
costs $30, This year funds totallin;

Portugal kills - | 
~ Canada _ buys 


The efforts of the indigenous peop- 
les of southern Africa to free themselves 
from their white oppressors has made 
slow if painful progress in the last dec- 
ade. Nowhere is this struggle more 
desperate than the Portugese colony of 
Angola, 
Probably few Candians are aware 
of the brutal war now going on in Ang- 
ola. In many ways it is very similar to 
the Indochina War--only with much 
less publicity. And yet Canadians, both 
through their government and as indiv- 
iduals, are very much involved in this 
war--on the wrong side, 

The six million black people of 
Angola have little to los e in their fight 
for freedom, Their life expectancy is 
28 and the illiteracy rate is 99 percent. 
Medical care is nonexistent and infant 
ior approaches 60 percent in some 
areas, At the same time, the 500, 000 
white colonists live in comparative lux- 
ury in their air-conditioned villas, 

The armed struggle against the 
Portugese began in 1961 when the Popu- 
lar Movement for the Liberation of Ang- 
ola (MPLA) was formed. The MPLA 
currently controls 40 percent of the land 
area of Angola. Most of this territory, 
however, is arid highland. The few 
liberated areas which are suitable for 
cultivation have been systematically 
sprayed with defoliants or bombed with 
napalm by the Portugese. 

The MPLA programs in the areas 
they control are designed to improve the 
health, education, and technical skills 
of the people. Their military operations 
are confined to guerilla actions which- 
are supported by the Ethiopian- based Or-

This is where Canada enters the pic- 
ture. As a member of NATO, Canada 
is providing Portugal with armaments 
which are a used against the 
freedom fighters in Portugal’s three col- 
onies, Without such aid, particularly 
war planes, Portugal's military effort 
would speedily collapse. 

Canada is also vital to the Portugese 
administration of Angola as a consumer of 
Angolan exports-- principally oil and cof- 
fee beans, Last year Canada bought $35 
million worth of Angolan products (as a- 

ainst $1 million in sales to Angola), 
breaks down into $25 million for 
crude oil (through the Gulf Oil Company) 
and $10 million for coffee beans, Cana- 
da is Angola's third largest customer for 
coffee beans, 

The Angolan coffee crop is harvested 
by what amounts to slave labour on plan- 
tations which are really concentration 
camps, Child labour is common and drac- 
onian punishments are administered for 
the slightest offense, 

Angolan coffee exports are subject to 
a 13 percent "war tax" which goes to sup- 
port the ge military operations. In 
other words, Canadian coffee drinkers last 
year shelled out over a million dollars so 
that Portugal can maintain its hegemony 
in Angola.

DELANO, Cal, (LNS)-- Two members of 
the United Farmworkers Union (UFW) 
were killed on August 14 and 16--one 
on a picket line, the other outside a 
local tavern, Although the farmworkers 
have had frequent attacks against them 
wy Teamsters and police, this was the 

tst time that farmworkers have been 
killed in the history of the UF W. 

Nagi Daiffullah, a 24-year-old UFW 
member who was an immigrant from 
Yemen, died twenty-four hours after 
sustaining fatal head injuries inflicted 
by Gilbert Cooper, a Kern County sher- 
riffs deputy, 

According to witnesses, Nagi who 
had been drinking, walked out of the 
tavern, swung at Cooper and missed. He 
tried to run away but Cooper caught him 
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and beat him on the head with his flash- 
light, Nagi slumped to the ground and 
was dragged unconscious 40 or 50 feet, 
In the second case, Juan de la Cruz, 
a 60-year-old UF W member, was shot 
while on the picket line at the Giumarra 
Vineyards in Arvin; 50 miles south of 
Delano, A pick-up truck is reported to 
have drawn up to the erage line and a 
person inside opened fire on the picket- 
ing farmworkers on the line, Police say 
a have taken two suspects into custo- 


x Cesar Chavez, head of the Union, 
who was at another picket line a few 
miles awey at the time of the shooting, 
drove to the scene, He has temporarily 
called off the pickets. "I’m not going 
to allow pickets to be shot,” he said,

External Affairs Minister Mitchell 
Sharp, questioned about a possible boy- 
cott of Angolan coffee, stated that Can- 
ada has followed a course of trading with 
any other nation even though not always 
in agreement with their practices.

The Board of Govenors must be con- 
fronted and forced to answer for its ac- 
tions, quite apart from the content of 
the decision made,. at the September 6th

Eleven houses down, Eighty-two and 
two apartment buildings tog», The 
demolished houses cannot be restored.

Dr. Neal's final report continues

such an expansion is unlikely, And so 
in the name of an unlikely possibility 
Dr. Neal suggests that North Garneau 
cannot remain as a community -- the 
most popular public option, 

Flexibility is irrevocably lost with 
the demolition of North Garneau, 
Houses cannot be rebuilt once they are 
destroyed, 

Flexibility to provide present needs? 
The report indicates that the need for 
parks and recreational facilities demands 
that North Garneau be levelled, But 
such needs are not statistically docu- 
mented and even considering such needs, 
no alternate site plans to accomodate 
them are suggested, 

No one came forth at the public 
meetings sponsored by the Senate last 
March “to discover the public * mind" 
and survey public opnion to Universit 
authorities, " No group or person indi- 
cated a concern with recreational needs. 

Dr, Neal indicated a wish at that 


meeting that such * publics’ had reveal- 
ed themselves and reiterates his concern 
in the report. Perhaps a few such publics 
will be provided September 6th, 

Perhaps imaginary publics,

Funding for Dr. Neal"s proposal 
would be paid out of the provincial 
grant to the U. of A. while funding for 
a North Garneau community could be 
obtained in alternate ways... private 
loans from concerned citizens and groups 
or from trust or life insurance companies. 

There is possibility of capital funding 
from a new federal government Renew- 
al of Urban Housing program, Although 
North Garneau may not be eligible con- 
sidering that it is owned by the Univer- 
re 3 ug Roache, Strathcona’ s MP 
is hopeful that "the federal government’ s 
new program was designed to help areas 
like North Garneau that are in need of 
repairs, ” 

Annual maintenance and supervisory 
costs of the park and recreational fac- 
ilities (ie, tennis courts, ice rinks) must 
be calculated into over-all costs of the 
park proposal, 

Revenues from rentals of houses con- 
siderably offset these expenditures, Un- 
der present University policies, revenues 
from community parksrectoatielal fa-

How does it all balance out in the 
end? This is tle focus of the brief to be 
presented at tue September 6th meeting 
of the North Garneau Tenants’ Associa-

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Members move toward 
unified food co-op 


A meeting this Wednesday evening 
could lead to an early end to corporate 
control and soaring prices of food in Ed- 
monton, 

Edmonton food co-ops have issued a 
call to their memberships - and to any- 
one else interested in building an alter- 
native to the big supermarkets - to at- 
tend a meeting at Garneau United Church 
at 8:09 p,m. on Wednesday, September 

The move to combine the several 
co-ops into one new food co-op arose 
from a meeting held at Garneau United 
Church last Tuesday evening, attended 
by several SACK and Scona Food Co-op 
members, 

Margaret Drummond, a member of 
the Incredible Edibles Food Co-op re- 
sponded with enthusiasm, 

"It's very good that this is happening. 
I suspect that most of our members will 
be quite pleased, " 

She stated that many Incredible Edible 
member had already voiced a desire to 
combine forces with other food co-ops. 

By combining food orders the co-ops 
should be able to buy at cheaper prices. 

Tuesday*s meeting discussed running 
the new co-op on a prepaid order and 
distribution system. This would elimin- 
ate the costs of a store front, refrigera- 
tion, an inventory, and food spoilage, 

It was also suggested that the cost of 
a paid staff st eliminated and the 
need for a coordinator done away with, 


if each co-op member were to be a mem- 


ber of a ccllective, The co-op would 


then consist of a number of collectives, 
and each would take a turn at ordéring 


and distributing food. 

Co-ops ized in this way began 
three years ago in British Columbia, and 
have grown to include close to 10, 000 
people in forty-five different co-ops in 
British Columbia and the Yukon, 

"It just seems logical that it’ s time 
for something like that to start up around 
Edmonton, " commented one person, .“ The 
potential is here, “ 

An old grocery store on the corner of 
109th Street and 85th Avenue was offered 
as a possible distribution centre for the 
co-op. : 

Dave Davis, member of the SACK Co- 
op noter the store was available for $109 
per month, He said it was in a central 
location and within convenient walking 
distance of a large nember of co-op 
members, 


Efforts to establish a strong unified 
food co-op in Edmonton are being du- 
plicated elsewhere on the Prairies, 

People in Fort McMurray are taking 
initial steps towards forming a food 
co-op, and in Jasper fifty railwaymen 
and their families are organizing to 
combat the high price of food. 

Prepaid order and distribution food 
co-ops are also beginning in Lethbridge 
and Regina, 

A statement prepared by members 
of the Regina co-op refers to the struc- 
ture of the B,C, co-ops and states; 
"We believe the same basic principles 
can successfully be applied in Saskat- 
chewan with perhaps even greater suc- 
cess.

There are an estimated 215, 000 
people now living in Canada without 
land immigrant status, 

It has been possible in past years for 
such immigrants to Canada to apply 
for landed immigrant status from with~ 
in the country. In other words, it was 
Posstble to enter Canada (in a hurry, if 
you had to), settle down, and then ap- 
ply for landed immigrant status, 

But, under the terms of a new Im- 
migration Act passed in Ottawa this 

ear, this will no longer be the case, 
yi be necessary to obtain landed 
im fo status before entering Can- 
ada if you plan to stay. 

The same will hold true for people 
now living in Canada withdut landed 
immigrant status, 

The Department of Immigration has 
instituted a two month period of grace 
in which those who are now living in 
Canada and who plan to stay, but do. 
not have landed immigrant status, may 
apply from within Canada, But this is 

eir last chance, 

The period of clemency will run 
until October 15 when all immigrants” 
without legal status living in Canada’ 
will be-shut off from the possibility of 
gaining such status, 

In response to this situation, the 
Canadian Coalition of War Resistors 
has implemented a national immigra- 
tion program to help war resistors (and 
it is estimated that there are 10 to 15 
thousand of them currently in Canada 
without official status) take advantage 
of this, their last opportunity to acquire 
legal status, 

It is important to note that in order 
to qualify under the new regulations, 

a person had to have entered Canada 
before November 30, 1972, 

It is anticipated that an overwhelm- 
ing majority of those who do apply will 
be granted legal status as compassion- 
ate consideration has become the cen- 
tral theme of the new policy. Perhaps. 
There are, however, undoubtedly cases 
where the Department of Immigration

has certain people pegged and are out 
to give them a rough time, 

This being a consideration, the Co- 
alition has set up connections with var- 
ious agencies across Canada in an ef- 
fort to make the whole procedure a lit- 
tle easier, 

In Edmonton, the organization ac- 
tively involved in the Coalition’ s ef- 
forts is the Alexander Ross Society,

per Avenue. ‘The office is not usually 
in operation until after noon, Keith 
Barr, the man to contact there, usually 
come in between noon and 1:00 p. m.

If you are able to apply for landed 
immigrant status before October 15, 
these are the people to get hold of, 
Their main concern is war resistors but 
they will probably help most anybody 
who wants to gain legal status under the 
new regulations, Remember that immi- 
gration and gaini yp status is no 
tea party, especially if you might be 
classed by some low-consciousness ad- 
ministrator as an “undesirable"(?), And, 
yes, there are certain categories that 
even the present “compassionate” poli- 
cy seems a little tense about. These 
are called prohibitive classes and they 


. include: 


~-people with criminal records involy- 
ing "moral turpitude" 

--drug users (alcohol, aspirin, coca 
cola, etc, excluded) 

-- political subversives 

~- prostitutes 

--homosexuals 

--people who are mentally or physically 
defective (e, g, chronic alcoholics) 
or anyone likely to become a "public 
charge" 

_ So if you have the misfortune to fall 

into one of the ill- begotten categories 

listed above, you" re Boing to need as- 

sistance, And even if you aren't, a lit= 

tle intelligent help never hurt anybody.
